Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin called out his poorly 
trained military to subdue a 
rebellion in Chechnya, a 
southern republic the size of 
Connecticut. Critics accused 
Yeltsin of resorting to totali- 
tarian methods of the old 
communist Soviet regime to 
keep the shaky Russian Fed- 
eration unified. 

Haiti 

A triumphant Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide reclaimed his posi- 
tion as president and re- 
stored democracy to Haiti 
with the help of U.S. troops. 
Haiti had suffered under the 
rule of a military junta led by 
General Raoul Cedras, who 
went into exile after reach- 
ing an agreement with U.S. 
mediators. 


Iraqi leader Saddam Hussein 
ordered his troops to the bor- 
der of oil-rich Kuwait. The 
U.S. sent 350 warplanes to the 
area to support the Kuwaiti 
forces. By October 1 1, Hussein 
ordered the withdrawal of 
most of his forces. 

Millions of South Africans 
traveled weary hours and 
waited in mile-long lines in 
the first all-race elections. 
After a century of white rule, 
the voters chose former po- 
litical prisoner Nelson 
Mandela to preside over the 
dismantling of apartheid. 

India suffered an outbreak of 
pneumonic plague, carried by 
flea-invested vermin. Work- 
ers in Bombay earned five ru- 
pees for each exterminated rat; 
one thousand rat-tails earned 
a color TV. 

When their army helicopter 
accidentally strayed into 
North Korea in December, 
Chief Warrant Officer Bobby 
Wayne Hall and David 
Hilemon were shot down by 
the communists. Washing- 
ton did not admit to espio- 
nage as the North Koreans 
had wanted, but negotiated 
for survivor Bobby Hall's re- 
lease by expressing its sincere 
regret over the intrusion. 


Cuban Refugees 

Thousands of Cubans fled 
their homeland, hoping for 
a better life in America. 
Many set off on home-made 
rafts and small boats only to 
be intercepted by the U.S. 
Coast Guard. The U.S. and 
Cuba reached an agreement 
in September allowing 
20,000 Cubans to enter the 
States each year. 


Handshake of Peace 

On July 25, U.S. President 
Bill Clinton welcomed King 
Hussein of Jordan, left, and 
Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin, right, to the 


White House, where the two 
signed a historic nonaggres- 
sion pact that ended a 46- 
year state of belligerence be- 
tween Israel and Jordan.

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Civil War in Bosnia 

Civil war continued to rack 
Bosnia-Herzegovina despite 
the efforts of a United Na- 
tions peacekeeping force. The 
conflict, as complicated as it 
was savage, began in 1992 
when Bosnia's Serbian minor- 
ity rebelled against a deci- 


sion by Yugoslavia's Muslims 
and Croats to secede. After 
two-and-a-half years of fight- 
ing, more than 200,000 people 
were dead or missing. The 
war was notorious for "ethnic 
cleansing" - - the successful 
Serbian campaign to drive 
Muslims from northern and 


eastern Bosnia. Of about two 
million people uprooted by 
the war, 750,000 were non- 
Serbs from those areas. 
Bosnian Serbs had to contend 
with NATO air strikes. Also, 
United Nations sanctions and 
diplomacy appeared to put 
some distance between the 


Bosnian Serbs, who rejected 
an international peace plan, 
and their allies in Serbian Yu- 
goslavia. In October, in recog- 
nition of increased coopera- 
tion from Belgrade, the U.N. 
lifted some of the sanctions 
imposed on Yugoslavia. But 
U.S. Defense Secretary Will- 


iam Perry asserted that the 
Bosnian Serbs were still get- 
ting war supplies from across 
the border. 


Rwanda 

Over two million Rwandans 
fled ethnic conflict within the 
African nation for the safety 
of refugee camps in neigh- 
boring countries. Thousands 


of refugees died of cholera, 
dysentery, and other infec- 
tious diseases. Fresh water 
supplied by the United States 
military greatly reduced the 
number of cholera deaths. 


Japan Earthquake 

In Japan, an earthquake with 
a magnitude of 7.2 collapsed 
buildings, derailed trains, 
buckled elevated express- 
ways, and caused fires 


throughout the city of Kobe. 
Over 5,000 were killed and 
26,000 injured. The quake 
occured January 1 7, 1 995, one 
year to the day after a quake 
devastated Los Angeles. 
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The prosecution sought the 
death penalty in the case of 
Susan Smith, who duped the 
nation with a frightening tale 
of the abduction of her two 
little boys. Her community's 
early support grew quickly 
to hatred when Smith con- 
fessed to murder — she sent 
her children to their deaths 
by strapping them into their 
carseats and then rolling her 
auto into a lake. Susan Smith 
received a life sentence, and 
will be eligible for parole in 
30 years at age 53. 

The death of Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis in May 
1994 marked the end of an 
era, a time when America 
was prosperous, fighting for 
civil rights, and heading for 
the moon. Mrs. Onassis suc- 
cumbed to cancer. The 
former first lady was buried 
next to her husband. Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, in Ar- 
lington National Cemetery, 
Washington, D.C. 

The 37th U.S. President Ri- 
chard Nixon, died in April 
1994. Nixon will perhaps 
best be remembered for re- 
signing from the presidency 
in the wake of the Watergate 
scandal. However, Nixon 
also was responsible for re- 
storing normal ties with the 
People's Republic of China 
following the signing of the 
Shanghai Communique in 
1972. Late in life, he became 
an advisor on world affairs 
to both Republican and 
Democratic administrations. 


California Floods 

In the wake of the 1994 Los 
Angeles earthquake and the 
southern California wildfires 
of 1993, California experi- 
enced more natural disasters 
in January 1995 when rain- 
storms caused flooding that 
killed 1 1 people and left 3,000 
others homeless. Flooding 
was so high in Santa Barbara, 
fun-seeking teenagers drove 
off a freeway overpass into 15 
feet of water. President 
Clinton declared 34 counties 
federal disaster areas. 


Crime Bill 

Despite powerful National 
Rifle Association lobbying ef- 
forts, Congress passed a crime 
bill banning the sale of 1 9 types 
of assault weapons. The Brady 
Law went into effect; in one 
month, 23,610 people with 
criminal records were denied 
the purchase of a handgun. 

Spacewalk 

NASA's space shuttle mission 
64 tested the operations of a 
Simplified Aid for Extravehicu- 
lar Activity Rescue (SAFAR) 
device. Crew member Mark 
Lee maneuvered successfully 
outside the Discovery, while 
CarlMeade photographed him 
against the background of 
Earth. 

Newt Gingrich 

Called the Republican revolu- 
tion, November mid-term elec- 
tions put the Republican party 
and its anti-big government 
platform in control of Congress 
for the first time in 40 years. 
Georgia's Newt Gingrich, au- 
thor of the GOP's "Contract 
with America," became the 
new speaker of the House. 


Georgia Floods 

Rains from tropical storm 
Alberto flooded Georgia and 
the Florida-Alabama pan- 
handle as nearly 2 feet of rain 
destroyed hundreds of roads 
and bridges, and even up- 


rooted caskets from cemeter- 
ies. Thirty-two people died, 
40,000 were temporarily 
homeless, and 10,000 square 
miles were underwater, caus- 
ing more than $100 million in 
crop damage. 
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Supreme Court Justice Breyer 

Supreme Court Justice Harry 
Blackmun, 85, author of the 
majority opinion in Roe v. 
Wade, the landmark 1 973 case 
guaranteeing a woman's right 


to an abortion, announced his 
retirement from the court af- 
ter 24 years. Stephen G. Breyer 
replaced Blackmun becoming 
the nation's 108th Supreme 
Court Justice. 


White House Plane Crash 

The Secret Service considered 
restricting public access to the 
White House after a gunman 
fired 27 rounds at the 
building's facade in October. 
On September 15,1 994, a small 
Cessna airplane crashed on 
the South Lawn and came to 
rest at the base of the White 
House below President 
Clinton's bedroom, killing the 
pilot. 


Oklahoma City Bombing 

The nation's heartland was 
devastated on Wednesday, 
April 19, when a fatal explo- 
sion tore through the Alfred 
P. Murrah Federal Building 
in downtown Oklahoma 
City, Oklahoma. Rescue 
workers continued to dig 
through the rubble until ev- 
ery person was accounted 
for. The lives of 169 inno- 
cent people were taken in 
this terrorist attack 


Western Forest Fires 

Heat, drought, and lightning 
combined to set western states 
ablaze in late June and July. 
Fires consumed 2,000 acres in 
Colorado's South Canyon 
when 50 mile-an-hour winds 
whiped the flames into a 


firestorm, killing 14 specially 
trained firefighters. 

O.J. Simpson Case 

Former football star O.J. 
Simpson was charged with the 
June 12 stabbing death of his 
ex-wife Nicole and her friend. 


Ronald Goldman. The sensa- 
tional case familiarized watch- 
ers with spouse abuse, a tele- 
vised race in a Ford Bronco, 
"Kato" Kaelin, and DNA test- 
ing. After three and a half hours 
of deliberation, O.J. Simpson 
wasaquitted on October 3, 1995. 
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Agassi Wins U.S. Open 
Former Wimbledon champ 
Andre Agassi won the 1994 
U.S. Open and beat champion 
Pete Sampras at the 1995 Aus- 


tralian Open. Called the most 
popular tennis player in the 
world, the tennis phenom has 
a new girlfriend, former 
model Brooke Shields. 


Ranked No. 1, the University 
of Nebraska Cornhuskers fin- 
ished their unbeaten football 
campaign by defeating the 
Miami Hurricanes to win the 
national title. 


The National Hockey League 
played only 48 of 82 games in 
the regular season due to a 
lock-out. Following baseball's 
example, hockey owners put 
salary caps on their players 
who struck but lost out to the 
owners' rule. When the sea- 
son finally was played, the 
New Jersey Devils emerged 
as the Stanley Cup Champi- 
ons, rolling through the play- 
offs in a dominating fashion. 


World Cup 

World Cup soccer came to the 
U.S. for the first time: 24 teams 
play 52 World Cup games in 
nine cities to 3,567,415 fans. 


culminating in a title match 
between Brazil and Italy. Ear- 
lier the U.S. upset Columbia, 
but lost to the Brazilian team, 
who went to win the cup. 


The sit-com "Friends," which 
focused on the lives and loves 
of six Generation X pals, was 
the surprise hit of the televi- 
sion season. "Seinfeld", 
"Fraser", "Grace Under Fire" 
and "Mad About You" also 
continued to draw large 
weekly audiences. 


The Houston Rockets domi-

Hit single "Cryin" won 
MTV's Video of the Year 
Award for singer Steven

Dear Class of 1995: 

In 1991, several students began tak- 
ing their first classes as freshmen at 
Seton Hall University. A handful of 
these students found themselves en- 
rolled in the Army Reserve Officer Train- 
ing Corp. Uncertain where the next four 
years would land them, these students 
proceeded on a program and lifestyle 
that will impact the rest of their lives. 

As young and curious freshmen, they 
began the transition to being a cadet. 
This transition was made easy by the 
smiling faces and 'no-pressure' tactics 
of the faculty, or cadre. (Then) Battalion 
Commander, LTC Bighia and his Ex- 
ecutive Officer, Major T ad Smith, started 
the process of indoctrinating young 
students with the morals, ethics and 
etiquette appropriate for a cadet. Ideas 
ranging from getting good grades to 
being punctual to the respect of authority were instilled. Unconsciously, 
the cadets began to mature.

The junior year would present new challenges. Captain Thomas 
Webb, the training officer, along with SFC Nelson would prepare them for 
their most tasking year in ROTC. The juniors were responsible for how the 
entire battalion was represented. Teamwork was the key. They wouldlead 
the underclassmen by example. In addition to their training, the cadets 
were to participate in military dining events to mark the 100-year celebra- 
tion of ROTC at Seton Hall. All of this was performed while being required 
to maintain a respectable academic standing. By this time, those who 
remained formed a tight bond. 

At the end of the year, a select few would be eligible to represent 
Seton Hall University ROTC at a six-week test of their skills along with the 
juniors of other schools, in Fort Bragg, North Carolina. Advanced Camp '94 
was the proving grounds for the juniors and their rite of passage to 
becoming cadet officers. A sense of camaraderie that had been building 
peaked when the cadets came together on the fourth of July. 

Returning their senior year, the seniors had a sense of accomplish- 
ment and a high level of confidence. Under the guidance of LTC Moore and 
his new executive officer, MAJ James Guerrieri, their new responsibility 
was to train the rest of the cadets. It was their turn to impress the uncertain 
freshmen as they had been impressed only three years ago. 

At the end of the 1994-1995 school year, only 15 of the original 
cadets remained in their class. Each had matured greatly, possessed a high 
level of confidence and a sense of responsibility. Throughout the course of 
their college careers, they had become team players; always looking to help 
one another. They had become leaders; always leading by example. They 
had become teachers; mentors for those underclassmen who looked up to 
them. They had become confident; able to handle pressures in any 
situation. They had become strong; both mentally and physically. They 
had become officers in the United States Army. But above all else, they had 
become friends, and shall remain as such, as time goes by...
